Unprofitable 


Railway Service 


At a session of the board of raik 
way commissioners held in Winnipeg 
recently, F. B. Carvell said there 
must be curtailment of unprofitable 
railway service in Canada unless some 
adjustments could be made between 
expenditures and revenue. The re- 
marks were in reply to a complaint 
as to alleged inefficient railway ser- 
vice on a C.N.R. branch, 

Mr. Carvell added: “In view of the 
fact that the cost of operating rail- 
ways has more than’ doubled in the 
Jast two and a half years, and that 
the expense to the railways has in- 
creased by $60,000,000, the people « 
Canada may as well realize that th 
cannot have excessive railway accoin- 
modation, such as a train a day or 
two trains a day, unless they are pre- 
pared to pay for it.” 

Hearing was given to the Grain 
Growers in the matter of/opposition 
to increased telegraph rates, ‘to which 
the Winnipeg dealers contribute 
many thousands a year, the secretary 
of one association saying that the 
people of the world are changing 
their attitude towards the sacredness 
of capital and that there are individ- 
uals entitled to more consideration 
than capital, The items put forward 
by the mpanies for depreciation 
were also characterized as becoming 
a fad, by the Grain Growers’ repre- 
sentative. 

Mr. Carvell replicd that ‘the had 
personal knowledge of plants which 
were now paying the penalty because 
they had not set aside a large enough 
depreciation fund in the earlier days 
of their hisfory. 

Tie said, however, that the board 
invited the fullest evidence regarding 
the application, and everyone would 
be given reasonable time and oppor- 
tunity in which to present objections.

Hun Baby-Killer 
Escapes on Technicality 


Bombshell Is Thrown on Work Done 


By British Secret 
Service 

The story of the arrest, imprison- 
‘ment and final release of Captain 
Kaiserwettcr, the commander of the 
submarine which sunk the hospital 
ship Glenart Castle, discloses a wide 
difference of opinion between British 
government departments as to what 
rights the allied powcrs have to pun- 
ish the perpetrators of wanton war- 
fare. The government legal depart- 
ment held that England had no right 
to detain Kaiserwetter during the life 
of the armistice, while the admiralty 
officials believed that they had the 
tight to arrest such offenders any 
time and hold them for trial after 
peace was declared. 


After the signing of the armistice 
Kaiserwetter went to Spain, where he 
obtained passports for his return td 
Germany. He made the mistake, 
however, of landing at Falmouth, 
where he expected to board a vessel 
for the Baltic. Admiralty officers at 
Falmouth arrested him and brought 
him secretly to the Tower of London. 
Ewery effort was exerted to keep se- 
cret the identity of the prisoner, but 
those interested in  Kaiserwetter 
learned of his arrest and. promptly 
appealed to the government legal 
that Eng- 
land was not.entitled to arrest him 
until peace had been declared, The 
examination was held in the greatest 
secrecy, and there was no announce- 
ment of the ruling. 


This’ decision has negatived much 
of ‘the work the admiralty has done 
in tracing the perpetrators of the 
more barbarov’& submarine warfare, 

In view of the great amount of se- 
cret work done on various cases of 
this kind, the Kaiserwetter ruling 
came as a bombshell to admiralty of- 
ficials,

Introduction Of | 
New Hulless Oat 


oe 


The introduction—of a good, new 
variety of hulless oats by tae Ex- 
perimental Farms Branch has not 
perhaps attracted as much attention 
as it should. Free samples of this 
variety are now being distributed by 
the Dominion Cerealist at Ottawa. 
The stock on hand is not large, but 
as long as it lasts samples will be 
gladly sent to farmers in-almost any 
district of Canada, as it is believed 
that this oat will be widely useful, 
The full name of the variety is Lib- 
erty, Ottawa, 480. It is derived from 
a cross made in 1903 between the 
well-known variety Swedish Select 
and a hulless oat from China, The 
new variety is decidedly superior to 
the old Chinese sort. Threshing out 
free from hull, this type of oat fur- 
nishes a concentrated product of ex- — 
tremely high value which has only 
to be ground in order to make most 
excellent feed, especially for young 
Pigs and chickefts. When. carefully 
enough cleaned for use as.human 
food, it makes meal of surprisingly 
fine quality. The Liberty oat has 
very good field characters, being ra- 
ther early in ripening and having 
reasonably stiff straw. The yield (so 
far as kernel is concerned) is equal 
to about seven-eighths of that of Ban- 
ner oats, Farmers who are @terest- 
ed in the raising of hogs and ens 
are strongly advised to give this new - 
oat a trial. It has already proven 
extremely satisfactory in some dis- 
tricts.

In 1915 the Arethusa torpedoed 


Water Power in 
Prairie Provinces 


Manitoba Leads With More Than 
Three Million Horse- 
Power 

An estimate of the extent of avail- 
able water-power in the three Prairie 
Provinces has been made by officers 
of the Department of the Interior, 
and the result is 4,080,884 horse- 
power. Manitoba leads with more 
than three millions, and the other two 
provinces have a Tittle less than half 
a million each, Of all this power 
only 114,815 horse-power are devel- 
oped, the largest being at Winnipeg. 

In the production of power the Nel- 
son River leads with almost two and 
a half million horse-power. 

Many of these undeveloped water- 
powers are far to the north, for in- 
stance, those of the Nelson River, of 
the Churchill, of the Slave ana of the 
Athabaska. Promising mineral depos- 
its are known to exist in the North-) 
land, and for their development pow- 
er will be required. The “white coal” 
of the waterfalls will produce the el- 
ectricity that mining development 
will call for. ibe 

Several large and never failing 
Watcr-powers are near existing cen- 
tres of population and are capable of 
supplying the needs of populations 
many times larger than those now on 
the spot. For instance, the Winnipeg 
River now producing 81,320 horse- 
power, can furnish fewer sufficient to 
meet the needs of the industries of a 
population of three millions. The only 
developed river*in Alberta is the Bow, 
which at’a point near Calgary furn- 
ishes 32,380 horse-power. If all the 
power along this part of the Bow 
was developed it would supply the 
needs of three hundred thousand peo- 
ple.

in Greece and Russia, where the Julian 
calendar is in force, New Year’s does not 
arrive until twelve days alter the year is 


well on its way in the rest of the civilized | 


world. 


The ancient Egyptians and Persians 
began the new year at the autumnal equ 
inox, Sept. 22nd, and theGreeks of Soloh’s 
time at the winter solstice, Dec. 2ist, but 
in the time of Pericles the date was charged 
to the summer solsticé, June 2ist. The 
Romahs began the year from the winter 
solstice until Caesar changed it to Jan, 
Ist. With the Jews the new year began 
in September in civil affairs, butin their 
ecclesiastical reckoning the beginning of 
the year dates from the vernal equinox, 
March 22nd. And, as this is.astfanomi- 
cally the beginning of spring, thedate-is 
a logical one, and that of the 24th’ of 
March (25 heing a more fully rounded 
namber) was accept¢d generally by the 
Christian nations in medieval times as 

car's, : 

In England the 25th December was 
"New Year's nntil-the time of William the 
Conqnerer. His coronotion happened to 
fall on January Ist, and accordingly the 
year was ordered to commence on that 
day. But the English gradually fell into 
unien with the reat of Christiendom and 
began the year on March 25th, When in 
1582 the Gregorian calendar was prom- 
ulgated and definitely located New Year’s 
on JMnary Ist, most Catholic countries 
adopted it at once, but England did not 
acquiesce until 1752, 

In ancient Rome New Year's day was 
given up to feasting and frolicking. Sacr- 
ificial fires burned continually on the 
altars of the twelve gods. 
and strife were suspended, reconcillations 
took place. New Year’s calls were made 
and New Year's vifts bestowed, There 
alse originated the New Year's resolution 
for every Roman resolved on New Year’s 
day to so regulate his conduct that every 
word and act should be a happy augury 
for all the day= of the ensuing year. 


On account of the orgies which marked 
the New Year’s arrival not only among 
the Teutonic races, the early christians 
looked with scant favor upon the whole 
season. By the fifth century, however, 
December 5th hecame the fixed festival 
of the Nativity, whereupon January Ist 
assumed a special sacred character as the 
octave of Christmas day, 

, The giving of gifts on New Year's day 
has been superseded largely in Anglo 
Sakon countries by the giving of Christ- 
mas gifts, but the custom still is retained 
in France. ‘his custom was one of the 
most anciemt and universally observed of 
New Year's day. 

The Deuids distributed branches of the 
sacred mistletoe. The Roman Emperors’ 
exacted gifts, and so did the English 
rulers down to the time of Cromwell, 

The world over on New Year's day it is 
a custom to drink to the health of one’s 
friends, 

The custom of making New Year res- 
olutions and ‘‘ turning over a new leaf’’ 
is universally and, like political platforms, 
is as much honored in the preach asin the 
observanée. But the temptation which 
surrounds frail huwan beings in this 
wicked world are many and insidious, 

What a menace to our comfort,
